TOWN   WARRANT 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Goffstown,  in  the 
County  of  Hillsborough  and  in  said  State,  qualified 
to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Grange  Hall  in 
Goffstown  Village  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of 
March  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  forenoon  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

Polls  for  voting  to  open  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
and  close  at  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

First — To  choose  all  Town  Officers  and  Agents  for  the 
ensuing  year,  including  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men for  three  years. 

Second — To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Goffstown  Public  Library. 

Third — To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  maintenance  and  improvements 
in  our  cemeteries. 

Fourth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Four  ($400.00)  Dollars  for  the  sup- 
pression of  the  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

Fifth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  from  time  to  time  as  needed,  certain 
sums  of  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  not  to  exceed  in 
total  at  any  time  the  sum  of  Thirty  Thousand  ($30,000.00) 
Dollars,  giving  the  Selectmen  the  right  to  renew  said  loans 
in  anticipation  of  taxes  as  may  be  found  necessary.

Article  15.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Sixty-seven  Thousand  Two  Hundred  Seventy-five  and 
07/100  ($67,275.07)  Dollars  for  the  support  of  the  poor, 
construction  and  maintenance  of  Highways  and  Bridges 
and  all  other  necessary  Town  expenses  for  the  ensuing 
year,  including  the  amount  required  for  Memorial  Day. 

Article  16.     Voted  to  accept  the  printed  reports. 

A  motion  made  by  Lawrence  -  "W.  Shirley  and  carried 
that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  Committee  to  investigate 
some  new  method  of  arriving  at  the  Selectmens'  pay.

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  WARDENS  FOR   1943 
AND   1944 


The  past  year  has  been  one  of  considerable  worriment 
to  the  fire  wardens  because  of  the  shortage  of  man  power 
due  to  the  Selective  Service  draft  of  some  of  our  trained 
firemen  and  of  others  in  defense  work  out  of  town  most 
of  the  daytime.  Several  others  will  leave  soon.  We  urge 
our  citizens  to  get  fire  conscious  and  be  more  alert  to 
prevent  fires  from  starting,  keep  chimneys  and  oil  stoves 
clean.  Be  sure  that  cigarette  stubs  are  entirely  dead  before 
throwing  away. 

Do  not  start  any  grass  or  brush  fires  anywhere  without 
permission  of  the  fire  wardens  even  if  it  seems  safe  to  you 
to  do  so. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Manchester  Fire  Department  for 
their  valuable  assistance  at  various  times. 

We  commend  the  labor  of  citizens  in  the  Pinardville 
area  who  by  their  contribution  of  money  and  man-hours 
have  built  up  a  very  valuable  auxiliary  fire  equipment,  well 
housed  and  well  manned. 

We  urge  the  building  of  a  road  to  the  top  of  the  South 
mountain  as  it  is  now  very  difficult  to  reach  a  fire  there. 
The   department,   with   the  aid   of  the   State   Forestry 
agencies  are  building  up  a  better  forest  fire  equipment. 

The  firemen  have  placed  their  inhalator,  bought  with 
their  own  funds,  in  charge  of  the  Fire  Wardens.  This  is 
a  very  valuable  addition  to  the  Department's  equipment 
and  is  for  use  of  those  needing  such  apparatus.  A  squad 
of  firemen  trained  to  use  this  inhalator  are  now  available.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 


To  the  Citizens  of  Goffstown: 

Again  we  are  privileged  to  present  to  you  a  very  favora- 
ble report  on  the  standing  of  the  schools  in  town. 

This  desirable  condition  is  due  in  large  measure  to  the 
excellent  administration  and  wise  leadership  of  our  Super- 
intendent of  Schools,  Mr.  Harlan  E.  Atherton. 

In  spite  of  the  acute  shortage  of  teachers  created  by  the 
war,  we  feel  we  are  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain 
a  splendid  corps  of  teachers.  The  one  change  made  in 
the  teaching  staff  for  the  present  year  was  that  of  Head- 
master of  the  High  School,  in  which  position  Mr.  Robert 
Bailey  promises  to  be  a  valuable  addition  to  the  faculty. 

We  wish  also  to  commend  the  janitors,  the  nurse  and 
those  who  transport  the  school  children.  Without  their 
faithfulness  in  service,  the  work  of  the  schools  would  be 
greatly  impaired;  and  we  express  to  them  our  sincere 
appreciation. 

A  continued  decrease  in  the  enrollment  in  our  schools 
has  made  possible  a  reduction  of  three  teachers  in  the 
number  employed. 

The  children  from  Parker's  Station  School,  temporarily 
closed,  have  been  placed  in  the  proper  grades  at  Goffstown 
Village  and  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  at  the  High 
School  Building  are  taught  by  the  regular  High  School 
faculty.  Reassignments  of  pupils  were  made  at  the  Bartlett 
School  in  September  which  permitted  a  reduction  of  one 
teacher  at  that  building. 

Increases  in  salaries  were  granted  to  our  teachers  for  the 
present  school  year  to  meet  increased  living  costs  and  to 
approximate  the  salaries  paid  in  other  towns  for  similar 
work. 
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Repairs  have  been  made  to  buildings  where  necessary, 
and  in  cases  where  delay  would  mean  increased  cost. 

The  ceilings  in  the  two  class  rooms  at  Grasmere  were 
whitened  and  the  walls  painted.  A  Vogel  toilet  was  pur- 
chased for  the  boys'  room  and  a  large  dry  well  dug  and 
stoned.  We  expect  to  have  this  new  type  of  toilet  installed 
this  spring  and  anticipate  a  great  improvement  over  the 
chemical  toilets  which  have  been  in  use  for  many  years. 

A  slight  fire  in  the  Primary  Room  at  Grasmere  revealed 
that  temporary  repair  of  the  chimney  was  immediately 
necessary.  Eventually  a  larger,  tile-lined  chimney  should 
replace  the  one  in  use  at  the  present  time. 

At  Shirley  Hill  the  south  side  of  the  school  building 
was  shingled  and  the  ceilings  in  class  room  and  book  room 
were  repaired  and  whitened. 

In  addition  to  the  summer  cleaning  of  the  school  build- 
ings there  have  been  many  minor  repairs. 

Mr.  Maurice  Farley,  Mr.  Lawrence  Putnam,  and  a  helper 
changed  the  height  of  the  coal  door  at  the  High  School 
Building.  This  was  done  without  expense  to  the  District 
and  will  be  a  convenience  in  the  delivery  of  coal. 

Since  the  Chairman  feels  unequal  to  continuing  longer 
her  duties  as  a  member  of  the  Board,  her  resignation  will 
be  tendered  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  District.  This 
announcement  is  made  at  this  time  in  order  that  the  voters 
may  be  prepared  to  fill  the  vacancy  which  will  be  caused 
by  her  resignation. 

With  many  colleges  closed  or  no  longer  functioning 
normally,  there  rests  upon  our  secondary  schools  as  never 
before  the  responsibility  of  training  our  boys  and  girls  for 
early  manhood  and  womanhood,  able  to  meet  successfully 
the  severest  tests  of  life. 

School  officials  and  administrators  need  the  interest  and 
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sympathetic  support  of  the  community  in  this  undertaking. 
We  shall  appreciate  whatever  you  can  do  to  help  in  this 
crucial  time  as  we  have  been  grateful  for  your  cooperation 
in  the  past.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Goffstown: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

There  were  few  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  this  past 
year  in  marked  contrast  to  the  many  changes  previously. 
The  wisdom  of  the  School  Board  in  providing  reasonable 
salary  increases  has  helped  to  retain  good  teachers. 

The  number  of  teachers  has  been  reduced  by  three  this 
year.  Operation  of  the  Parker  Station  School  has  been 
suspended,  the  pupils  there  being  taught  in  the  village.  A 
decrease  in  the  enrollment  at  the  Bartlett  school  has  made 
it  possible  to  have  two  teachers  instead  of  three.  With  a 
sharp  decrease  in  high  school  enrollment  it  has  been  pos- 
sible to  absorb  the  junior  high  into  the  schedule  of  the  high 
school  and  thus  dispense  with  the  services  of  a  regular 
junior  high  teacher. 

Mr.  Robert  D.  Bailey  of  Concord  was  elected  Head- 
master of  Goffstown  High  School  after  Mr.  Allen  resigned 
during  the  summer  vacation.  Mr.  Bailey  is  a  graduate  of 
Keene  Teachers'  College  with  advanced  study  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Hampshire  and  the  Graduate  School  of 
Education  at  Harvard  University.  He  has  had  ten  years  of 
experience  as  a  teacher  in  Dover  High  School  and  as  Head- 
master of  Hillsborough  High  School. 

The  enrollment  last  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  table 
at  the  end  of  the  report,  was  462  as  compared  with  528 
the  year  before.  This  reduction  in  numbers  was  due  largely 
to  the  decrease  in  enrollment  at  the  Bartlett  School  and  to 
the  fact  that  many  high  school  students  have  left  school 
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for  employment.  This  interruption  or  -possible  loss  of  a 
high  school  education  is  regrettable. 

Teachers  and  pupils  have  cooperated  in  a  fine  manner  to 
meet  the  increased  demands  of  war  and  to  prepare  our 
students  for  the  peace  which  will  follow.  The  aims  and 
objectives  of  instruction  have  been  the  training  of  youth 
for  the  immediate  tasks  at  hand  as  well  as  to  equip  them 
with  the  knowledge  and  experience  needed  to  live  in  the 
world  of  the  future  as  worthy  citizens. 

Immediate  demands  for  assistance  in  the  war  effort  have 
been  efficiently  and  cheerfully  met  in  our  own  and  in 
neighboring  schools.  These  include  help  in  planting  and 
harvesting  farm  crops,  sale  of  war  stamps  in  an  ever 
increasing  volume,  issuance  of  Ration  Book  Four,  Junior 
Red  Cross  activities,   salvage  collections,   and  the  like. 

Teaching  of  the  basic  skills  is  the  essential  task  of  the 
schools  and  it  is  our  policy  to  see  that  the  job  is  thoroughly 
done  by  means  of  the  best  accepted  methods.  In  order  for 
pupils  to  succeed  in  school  work  it  is  necessary  that  they 
possess  a  good  foundation  in  reading  habits  and  abilities. 
For  this  reason  the  major  part  of  book  expenditures  has 
been  to  equip  elementary  grades  with  a  good  reading  sys- 
tem supplemented  by  workbook  exercises  for  reading 
growth  with  correct  language  habits  in  writing  and 
speaking. 

The  work  of  the  high  school  is  described  in  Headmaster 
Bailey's  report  which  I  commend  to  your  attention.  More 
emphasis  is  being  placed  on  technical  training  in  the  com- 
mercial curriculum  by  offering  more  work  in  typewriting. 
The  English  course  is  being  changed  somewhat  to  place 
emphasis  on  modern  literature  as  well  as  ancient.  Modern 
textbooks  have  been  provided  in  junior  high  science,  home 
economics,  sophomore  English,  and  history  of  civilization. 

It  is  not  too  soon  to  be  considering  changes  in  our  school 
plant  for  the  period  after  the  war.  The  noise  and  vibration 
of  the  shop  over  the  elementary  rooms  is  undesirable.    The 
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high  school  auditorium  and  gymnasium  are  both  inadequate 
and  the  stairways  leading  to  the  gymnasium  should  be 
straightened  for  the  safety  of  our  students  and  teachers. 

We  as  citizens  owe  our  gratitude  to  the  teachers  who 
have  remained  loyal  to  their  profession  of  teaching.  Like 
their  sisters  in  the  armed  forces,  the  "Wits,  our  Women  In 
Teaching  Service,  are  protecting  our  social  structure  from 
danger.  What  our  civilization  may  be  tomorrow  depends 
in  large  measure  upon  what  the  present  generation  becomes. 

The  future  offers  a  great  challenge.  The  shortage  of 
teachers  was  acute  last  year;  now  it  is  alarming.  It  will 
remain  serious  even  after  the  war  because  new  teachers 
are  being  trained  in  smaller  and  smaller  numbers.  Teacher 
college  enrollments  now  are  the  smallest  in  many  years. 
Consolidated  schools  and  better  salaries  are  measures  which 
will  be  adopted  in  the  most  progressive  towns  to  provide 
better  advantages  for  children  and  to  secure  the  best  of 
available  teachers. 

The  cooperation  of  parents,  other  citizens,  and  members 
of  the  school  organization  is  greatly  appreciated.

HEADMASTER'S   REPORT 


I  submit  herewith  my  first  report  as  Headmaster  of 
Goffstown  High  School. 

A  study  of  the  enrollment  for  the  last  four  years  for 
grades  IX-X-XI-XII  reflects  a  trend  which  is  only  natural 
and  normal  and  in  keeping  with  the  demands  and  pressures 
upon  society.  1940  marked  the  high  point  in  many  com- 
munities for  high  school  enrollments.  Since  that  year  suc- 
cessive factors  have  left  their  marks  on  the  schools  of  the 
country.  One  only  has  to  read  random  reports  from  towns 
elsewhere  to  realize  that  a  wave  of  desperation  has  gripped 
schoolmen  from  this  sea  coast  to  the  far  Pacific.  My 
opinion  is  that  we  do  not  need  to  feel  duly  alarmed  with 
conditions  as  they  appear  in  our  town.  Rather  we  may 
modestly  feel  proud,  thrilled,  with  a  sense  of  gratification 
that  we  are  part  of  as  fine  an  experiment  in  democratic 
school  making  as  will  be  sparingly  found.  1944  marks  the 
low  point  in  enrollments  for  the  4  year  period.  "We  can 
only  hope  that  the  trend  will  be  reversed  before  another 
report  is  written.  The  following  table  shows  by  years  and 
by  grades  the  enrollment  for  the  4  year  period.

The  instructional  program  got  under  way  on  the  opening 
day  of  school  (September  8,  1943).  Periods  1,  2,  3,  5,  6, 
are  each  55  minutes  and  period  4,  45  minutes.  All  courses 
taught  are  approved  courses,  taught  by  approved  teachers. 
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Teachers'  loads  are  balanced  as  nearly  as  possible.  One 
period  a  week  is  set  aside  for  club  activities.  One  period 
a  week  is  used  for  Jr.  High  School  music  and  another 
period  for  Sr.  High  School  music.  On  alternate  weeks  the 
girls  glee  club  and  the  school  chorus  meet  with  the  music 
supervisor,  Mrs.  Doris  Buswell.  The  school  orchestra  meets 
weekly  with  the  director,  Mr.  Clarence  Avery.  All  musical 
organizations  are  functioning  effectively  and  are  providing 
pupils  with  an  opportunity  to  train  themselves  during 
school  time  and  as  part  of  the  school  program.  Parents 
whose  children  are  not  benefitting  at  the  present  by  the 
musical  program  could  well  encourage  and  assist  them  to 
avail  themselves  of  this  fine  opportunity. 

Soon  after  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  the  pupils 
and  teachers  were  busy  with  the  sale  of  war  bonds  and 
stamps.  The  first  goal  of  $1780  (the  cost  of  a  field  am- 
bulance) was  early  passed  in  the  drive  headed  by  Carol 
Gordon,  chairman,  and  finally  read  $2600.  The  teachers 
joined  together  to  subscribe  $780  in  bonds  (the  price  of 
1  dozen  parachutes). 

The  fall  season  found  the  attendance  disrupted  continu- 
ously due  to  harvesting  demands.  An  interesting  observa- 
tion is  the  fact  that  the  total  woman-hours  was  almost 
identical  with  man-hours  over  the  period.  State  agricul- 
tural reports  indicate  that  many  thousands  of  dollars  worth 
of  food  was  saved  by  student  labor.  A  study  of  statistics 
shows  that  Goffstown  pupils  ranked  favorably  with  those 
of  other  schools  in  the  state.  Even  though  school  work 
suffered  somewhat  by  spotty  attendance  it  is  the  feeling 
of  the  faculty  that  the  need  was  legitimate  and  the  activity 
just. 

Social  Activities 

A  rapid  resume  of  social  activities  indicates  the  school 
to  be  a  constructive  influence  in  the  social  program  for  the 
community.  Attempting  to  meet  the  need  of  the  young 
people,  parties  were  held  to  celebrate  the  success  of  the 
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bond  drive,  the  occasion  of  Freshmen  initiation  and  the 
Christmas  season.  Sponsors  for  these  parties  were  the  bond 
committee,  the  class  of  1944,  and  the  class  of  1945  re- 
spectively. All  three  activities  were  patronized  by  nearly 
100%  of  the  school  membership  and  were  all  operated  on 
a  cost  basis.  Other  social  activities  included  skating,  sliding 
and  skiing  parties  for  smaller  groups.  A  Jr.  High  social 
at  Christmas  with  carol  singing  for  the  sick  members  was 
held. 

Other  extra  curricular  activities  include  the  Girls  Re- 
serve program,  class  meetings,  the  senior  and  junior  class 
plays,  assemblies  and  rallies,  and  the  program  of  athletics. 
The  Girls  Reserve  Club,  early  in  the  fall,  was  represented 
at  the  state  conference  in  Franklin,  N.  H.  by  a  delegation 
of  ten  girls  and  their  leader.  During  the  winter  months 
the  same  group  sponsored  a  successful  paper  salvage  'drive 
which  the  whole  school  backed  up  and  participated  in. 
Many  class  meetings  have  been  held  at  which  time  plans 
have  been  discussed  and  formulated  for  the  varied  ac- 
tivities past  and  present.  Assemblies  led  by  pupils  have 
been  regular  parts  of  the  school  schedule.  Rallies  in  the 
interest  of  building  school  spirit  and  morale  have  proved 
immensely  popular.  The  program  of  athletics  is  centered 
around  basketball  as  the  major  sport.  Goffstown,  like  other 
towns,  finds  this  sport  to  be  an  institution  in  itself.  Adult 
interest  grew  as  the  season  developed.  Pupil  interest  re- 
mained at  a  high  pitch  throughout.  The  girls  team  com- 
pleted a  remarkable  season  by  winning  nearly  all  games. 
The  girls  realized  a  greater  accomplishment  when  they 
built  a  good  will  of  lasting  proportions  in  the  neighboring 
schools.  The  boys  team  fared  less  well  as  scores  go  but 
was  not  outdone  in  sportsmanship.  The  Jr.  High  League 
was  formed  this  year  and  promoted  under  student  guidance 
and  management.  No  less  than  fifty  pupils  in  the  7th  and 
8th  and  9th  grades  comprising  3  girls  teams  and  4  boys 
teams  competed  once  a  week  for  six  weeks.    All  games 
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were  coached,  refereed,  scored  and  timed  by  upper  class 
students. 

Student  Council 

Starting  slowly  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  student 
council  rapidly  assumed  the  responsibilities  which  mark  it 
as  the  most  important  organization  in  the  development  of 
the  school.  Concerned  with  policy  primarily  this  body 
met  regularly  to  advise  and  recommend  activities  which 
would  constructively  affect  school  life  in  the  months  to 
come.  Only  as  a  better  school  develops  will  the  results 
of  this  effort  be  realized.  Chapters  could  be  written  about 
the  details  but  summarized  one  could  say,  here  is  democracy 
at  work. 

Viewed  as  a  whole,  Goffstown  may  well  be  proud  of  the 
education  of  its  youth.  This  is  not  to  say  that  improve- 
ment and  advancement  cannot  be  made  for  we  are  only 
on  our  way.  But  in  view  of  the  many  limitations  imposed 
by  war  conditions  we  could  have  far  less  and  do  far  less. 

In  closing  may  I  commend  the  work  of  the  various 
members  of  our  fine  faculty  and  call  attention  to  a  wonder- 
ful esprit  de  corp  which  knew  no  obstacles  and  without 
which  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  accomplish  our 
goals.  May  I  also  report  the  work  of  the  building  engineer 
equally  satisfactory  and  cooperative  at  all  times. 

In  behalf  of  the  staff  may  I  extend  to  you  our  apprecia- 
tion for  your  fine  leadership  and  inspiration,  for  your 
sincere  interest  in  our  problems  and  your  constant  readi- 
ness to  be  of  assistance. 

The  writer  is  not  unmindful  of  the  interest  the  towns- 
people have  shown  in  their  schools.  Such  cooperation  can 
only  be  constructive  and  each  boost  speeds  the  way  to 
new  accomplishments.

REPORT  OF  THE   SCHOOL   NURSE 


Every  child  should  make  a  regular  annual  gain;  there- 
fore, each  pupil  is  weighed  and  measured  at  the  beginning 
of  the  school  year,  then  several  times  before  the  close  of 
school  in  June,  so  that  we  may  ascertain  their  rate  of 
growth  according  to  the  scale  prepared  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health. 

At  the  village  about  300  pupils  were  examined  the  first 
of  the  school  year,  and  at  the  Bartlett,  Grasmere,  Shirley, 
and  Parker  Station  145  were  examined  by  the  school  physi- 
cians, and  the  parents  notified  of  any  weakness  or  defect 
found. 

Frequent  use  of  the  clinics  affords  an  opportunity  for 
early  diagnosis,  treatments,  and  correction  without  any  or 
but  little  expense. 

Due  to  the  shortage  of  doctors,  this  fall  we  have  been 
unable  to  take  advantage  of  the  heart  clinic,  usually  held 
the  first  of  each  month  at  the  Elliot  Hospital. 

The  same  condition  exists  in  the  dental  profession,  and 
we  regret  that  we  have  been  unable  to  hold  our  usual 
dental  clinic  this  year.   Our  last  clinic  was  held  May,  1942. 

We  have  been  more  fortunate  with  the  orthopedic  clinics 
for  treatment  by  appointment  only  was  given  to  several 
of  our  physically  handicapped  children  in  this  Union. 

A  fourteen  year  old  boy  was  made  happy  at  Christmas 
time  when  an  artificial  hand  and  arm  was  made  for  him. 
This  was  made  possible  through  the  New  Hampshire 
Crippled  Children's  Service,  State  Department  of  Health. 

This  past  year  has  been  quite  free  from  any  major  kind 
of  epidemic,  although  since  November  we  have  had  about 
thirty-five  cases  of  chicken  pox.
